King Neptune Holds Court, for 
Secretary Hughes at Equator 
FBR SIAU HEET 


Gray Survivors. Will Turn 
Steps to Convention 
September 26. 


Neptune’s Court in Session 


New York 
Dur­ 
ing the recent trip to Rio de Janeiro 
Secretary of State Hughes was an 
Interested witness to the sacred 
rites of Neptune’s Court. 
The 
ceremony was held aboard the 
Steamship Pan America, one of 
the record-making vessels operated 
by the Munson Steamship Line be­ 
tween the United States and South 
American ports. 
Advices just received from Rio 
state that Secretary Hughes was 
vastly amused at the Neptune cere­ 
mony, and takes great pride in the 
diploma granted him by Father 
Neptune. 
The Neptune ceremony is held 
aboard all the vessels of the Munson 
Line and occurs at the Equator. 
The Neptune ceremony had its 
origin in the early days of shipping. 
When a vessel crossed the “Line 
all the sailors who had never made 
the passage previously were sum­ 
moned up for initiation. In the old 
days, after being sentenced by 
Father Neptune with punishment 
tor having invaded his realm, the 
luckless candidate had a rope fas 
tened about his waist and was 
tossed over the side of the ship to 
be hauled back again after he had 
been well submerged. 
Nowadays the initiation is com 
pleted in the open air swimming 
tank, which is one of the features 
of the Munson Line fleet. The cere­ 
mony which Secretary Hughes wit­ 
nessed, and which takes place on 
all crossings of the Equator, is elab­ 
orately staged and takes over sev 
erat hours for its enactment. 
As 
the liner reaches the Equator word 
comes from the bridge that Father 
Neptune, King of the Seas, has been 
sighted. Presently the bewhiskered 
figure of Father Neptune, carrying 
a tridant, olambors over the side. 
He is greeted by the Captain of the 
steamship in the presence of the 
assembled passengers and is pre­ 
sented with the key of the ship. 
Father Neptune then announces 


that he will convene Court within 
an hour. 
After all is ready for the cere­ 
mony Father Neptune's scalls tribe 
lead 
by 
the 
ship’s 
trumpeter 
marches to the Royal Court Father 
Neptune then assumes the throne 
and the queen, who is usually a 
sailor In disguise takes her, or 
rather his, seat beside him 
Then 
all passengers who are making 
their first trip across the Equator 
are assembled and one by one are 
brought before Neptune 
r sen­ 
tence. 
Neptune orders that the neoph­ 
yte* be given the third degree tor 
the invasion of his realm. 
The 
third degree is performed by the 
doctor and the barber attached to 
the Court of Neptune. In the case 
of male passengers the initiate la 
subjected to a weird lot of happen­ 
ings. Neptune's doctor announces 
that be will amputate an arm, and 
produces from a huge bag, saw a, 
gimlets and other weapons, the 
sight (rf which produces spinal 
shivers. After he has gone through 
his performance the barber assumes 
charge, and the volunteer la sub­ 
jected to a soap shampoo after 
which Father Neptune directs that 
he be hurled into the sea. 
The candidate is then taken in 
hand by others of Neptune's Court 
and plunged into the swimming 
tank, which is filed with salt water. 
At the conclusion of the initiation 
all the candidates are again brought 
before Father Neptune and are 
given a diploma certifying that they 
have b»en made citizens of Nep­ 
tune’s realm. The trumpets again 
sound and Father Neptune takes 
his departure over the side of the 
ship. 
This will be. a busy season for 
Father Neptune aboard the Mun­ 
son Line vessels plying to South 
Amerki. for the reason that the 
Brazilian 
Centennial 
Exposition* 
which has just been opened in Rio 
de Janeiro, is attracting thousands 
of Americans.

The potatoes were very carefully 
dug and allowed to dry a short time 
in the field and then were placed 
in tomato crates. These crates were 
arranged in tiers in an old brood­ 
er house with plenty of space be-j 
tween tiers and arrangements made 
for ventilation. An old stove was in-! 
stalled to provide heat and a slow; 
fire was started. The temperature 
was kept at approximately 85 to 90 j 
degrees day and night. This temper-! 
ature was maintained until a few 
of the potatoes began to sprout, \ 
this being an indication that the 
curing was thorough. The total time 
for curing was 16 days and the po­ 
tatoes came out good and dry.
